Dance of boys and girls, singing and making jokes together.

Fighting dance, performed by two comic masked dancers. 


(c) BARIS and TOPENG MASKED DANCERS... SAMPIH- 
Serog, Tjokorda Oka, Kakul, Rinda, Anak Agung Raka 


_A condensed form of a play, based on the Mahabharata epic, in which appear 

the warrior Ardjuna, his two attendants, two heavenly numphs, a Monster, 
and the God Shiva, in human form. Adrjuna triumphs over the temptations. 
of the nymphs, in battle against the Monster, and is chosen by the Gods as 
champion against the King of the Demons. oo |

early thirties. Most of the dance is performed in sitting position. 


8. CLASSICAL LEGONG smell g it eee ia Anak Agung Oka: 
Anak Agung Anom; NI GUSTI RAKA 


The first section of the Legong. until the Attendant hands over the fans to 
the two Legong dancers, is pure dance. The second part tells the story of 
King Lasem, who has kidnapped the beautiful Langkesari. On the way to 
battle against Langkesari's father, the king is attacked by a “bird of ill omen” 
with golden wings, foretelling his death. 


a FE ale: The BARONG____ Tjokorda Oka, Anak Agung mn 
-Kakul, Rinda, Serog 


The Barong, is a mythical animal who ‘protects the Balinese against evil. He — 
fights Rangda, Queen of the Witches, who brings illness and death. '
